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Garbage Collection 

• Limit of 1 standard size garbage bag or can of garbage per single family dwelling. 

■ Additional bags/cans must have a City of Barrie garbage tag affixed either around 
the neck of the bag or on the garbage in the can, not on the can itself. For a list of 
garbage tag retailers visit barrie.ca. 

• Cans must have open handles & be designed to be manually lifted & bags/cans 
must not exceed 20kgs (45lbs). 

• Loose items & items that do not fit in a standard size garbage can or bag will not 
be collected. 

Collector Safety 

• Wrap sharp objects (ie: glass or nails) in a protective material such as newsprint. 
Label garbage that contains safety hazards. 

• Syringes/needles must be disposed of at the Flousehold Flazardous Waste Depot 

• For their own safety, residents are not permitted to place items into the collection trucks. 

Recycling: 2 boxes for 2 reasons... separate your materials! 

Blue Box (Container Items): 

• Rigid plastic containers #l-#7 (includes styrene trays & lids) 

• Food & beverage cans 

■ Aluminum trays, pie plates & foil 

• Glass bottles & jars 

• Tetra Pak boxes, juice & milk cartons 

• Styrofoam packaging (must fit inside recycling cart; no styrofoam peanuts) 

• Spiral cardboard cans 

All container items must be "packaging" (i.e. no toys, laundry baskets, hangers etc.) 
Please no coffee cups, motor oil or pesticide containers. Must be 
placed curbside by 7am on collection day. 

Effective April 7, 2014: New Items Accepted in the Blue Box: 

Empty Aerosol Cans: Remove the lid and dispensing nozzle (if possible) from the 
empty before placing in your blue box. Aerosol cans that are not empty can 
pose an explosion risk in recycling facilities and must be taken to the Household 
Hazardous Waste Depot. 

Empty, Dry Paint Cans: Remove the lid to allow the remaining paint dry inside the 
can and on the lid. Place both the can and the lid in your blue box. Can sizes are 
limited to 4 litres and under. Paint cans that are not empty must be taken to the 
Flousehold Flazardous Waste Depot. 

Plastic Retail & Grocery Bags: Bags must be clean and empty. Remove any receipts 
or other materials from the bags, put all bags inside of one bag and then tie shut 
before placing in your blue box. 

All container items must be "packaging" (i.e. no toys, laundry baskets, hangers etc.) 
Please no coffee cups, motor oil or pesticide containers. Must be placed curbside 
by 7am on collection day. 

Grey Box (Paper Items): 

• Newspaper & household papers 

• Boxboard & egg cartons 

• Telephone books, paperback books & magazines 

• Cardboard (flattened 75cm x 75cm x 20cm) 

• Plardcover books (cover removed) 
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Collection Changes Coming January 12th, 2015 

Starting January 12th, 2015, Barrie households will receive two-bag or two- 
can garbage pick-up every other week; organics and recycling will continue to be 
picked up every week. In preparation, residents are encouraged to start rethinking 
waste by visiting barrie.ca. 

Bin Pickup & Delivery 

Blue, Grey and Green bins can be picked up at the Environmental Centre (272 
Ferndale Drive North), Monday to Friday, 8:30am to 4:30pm and at the Flousehold 
Flazardous Waste Depot (also located at 272 Ferndale Drive North) from 9am to 4pm 
on Saturday. Photo identification proving Barrie residency must be provided to office 
staff prior to issuance of bins. Damaged bins can be returned to the Environmental 
Centre (272 Ferndale Drive North) where they are recycled. Please call 705-739-4219 
to arrange for free delivery of bins.

PARK REGULATIONS 

By-law 2010-033 and 2010-35, are available online. 

1. For the safety of all park users, golfi ng is NOT permitted in City parks. 

2. Alcoholic beverages are not permitted in City parks, except for Special Event permits. 

3. Motorized vehicles other than authorized vehicles are not allowed in parks.This includes 
snowmobiles, motorbikes, ATVs or automobiles. 

4. Fires are not permitted in public parks, except where designated for such purpose by the City.

Playground Safety: All City playground areas are unsupervised. Parents and 
guardians assume all risks for children playing on equipment. Users are 
cautioned that the shock absorption of falls onto the safety surfacing is reduced 
by freezing temperatures and compaction due to heavy use.The City regularly 
inspects all equipment for maintenance purposes, however, we appreciate calls 
from the public notifying us of any broken or vandalized park equipment when 
observed. Please call the playground number at 705-739-4262. 

Waterfront Drinking Fountains: Centennial Park provides a double drinking water 
fountain for people and pets along the Waterfront Trail. One is located by the 
Centennial Beach washrooms and a second one can be found by the beach 
volleyball courts. 

Park Maps: The City of Barrie's Parks, Trails and Bicycle Routes Map is available 
at City Hall, the Barrie Public Library, Barrie Tourism Centre or Information Barrie. 
The map details on-road bicycle routes, major and minor trails through Barrie's 
waterfront and green spaces. 

Dogs: By-law 2010-35 requires dog owners to clean up after their dog with the 
City limits. Dogs must be kept leashed in all City parks, with the exception of a 
designated Dog Off -Leash Recreation Area (D.O.L.R.A.). Dogs are not allowed 
on beaches at Centennial, Heritage and Allandale Station Parks, and must 
remain on designated walkways as they are not permitted within the park area. 

Fishing On The Waterfront: Please note that fishing is NOT permitted in boat 
docking areas such as the transient boat dock and the City of Barrie Marina. 
Avoid areas where people are swimming. Fishing is permitted in all other public 
areas around the waterfront with the purchase of a fishing license required by 
the Ministry of Natural Resources. 

Boating: Boaters should note 'NO BOAT SWIM AREAS' around Kempenfelt Bay 
and the 'DIVER DOWN' marker, requiring a minimum of 30 metres 'NO BOAT 
ZONE' around the marker within the less than lOkm/h speed zone.The 'DIVER 
DOWN' marker is located between Centennial Beach and theTiffi n Boat Launch, 
representing the J.C. Morrison wreck site. 
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Diving: A designated scuba diving site is located near Centennial Park marking 
the location of the J.C. Morrison, a paddle wheeler boat that sank in 1857 as a 
result of raging fi re.The wreck rests in 9 metres (30 feet) of water approximately 
92 metres (300 feet) off shore.The dive site includes a boiler, parts of the paddle 
wheels and plenty of fish. Please refer to the Waterfront Map for the approximate 
location of 'NO BOAT SWIM AREAS' and the 'DIVER DOWN MARKER.' 

Sunnidale Park Dog Off-Leash Recreation Area (D.O.L.R.A.): The Sunnidale Park 
dog off -leash area is located in a hilly natural setting that is not wheelchair 
accessible. Parking is available at the Dorian Parker Centre or along Sunnidale 
Road. All dogs must be leashed outside of the D.O.L.R.A. while in Sunnidale Park 
as per City of Barrie By-law 2010-035. Aggressive dogs are not permitted in the off 
-leash area. All dogs must have a current license and rabies vaccination to use 
either facility. Dog owners are reguired to clean-up after their pets. 

Molson Centre Dog Off-Leash Recreation Area (D.O.L.R.A.): The City of Barrie 
opened a new off -leash area in 2012.The new D.O.LR.A. is located in the 
Valleylands East of the Barrie Molson Centre (Bayview Drive and Mapleview Drive 
West), adjacent to the new storm water ponds.The area features lit parking 
and two-level fenced playfi elds, one for large dogs and one for small dogs. 

All dogs are required to have a current license and rabies vaccination to use 
City of Barrie off leash areas.The Dogs By-law 2010-35 requires dog owners to 
clean up after their pet within the City limits. Dogs must be kept leashed in all 
City parks, with the exception of a designated Dog Off -Leash Recreation Area 
(D.O.L.R.A.). Dogs are not permitted in waterfront parks except on designated 
walking paths at Centennial, Pleritage and Allandale Station Parks, and must 
remain on designated walkways. Please report any comments or concerns to 
the Operations Department at 705-739-4255.
